However, in the Time of Cu,]; Herod the Tetrarch 
c@ming from Nr) to Rome, he was banithed by that 
Emperor from Rome to Lugdinun, a Town in France; and 
Pontins Pilate falling into Diſgrace, he was reduced to 
ſuch Miferies and Cala mities, that he was very wreich- 
ed in this World, and never ſatisfied in bis Conſcience, 
which ſo terrified him, for pafling Sentence of Death
